BERLIN, Nov. 6 (via Sayville.)— 
The establishment of the new king- 
dom of Poland was proclaimed at 
Wublin fn the palace of the Gov- 
ernor-General, according to a dis- 
patch from that city. The procla- 
mation took place in the presence 
of the administrator-general, the 
clergy of the diocese, deputies from 
all Polish associations, veterans of 
1863, the vice-president of the Cen- 
tral Relief Committee and numer- 
ous officers. 

After reading the proclamation 
the Governor-General said: 

“The. allies’ monarch thus most 
solemnly guarantees the re-estab- 
lishment of the kingdom of Poland, 
This fact cannot be any more over- 
turned.” 

He concluded with a cheer for 
Poland in the Polish language and 
was frantically applauded. At the 
Sime time the Polish flag was 
hoisted and the Austro-Hungarian 
troops rendered honors to it, while 
the band played the national an- 
them, amid the shouts of an im- 
mense crowd before the palace. Two 
aeroplanes dropped a large number 
of Polish banners and the 
flag was hoisted beside the Austro- 
Hungarian colors on all public

Vice-President Steki of the Polish

“The h— we can't!” shouted a 
man standing in the bow of the 
boat. 

Then, according to Bridges, the 
man who uttered the last retort 
opened fire on the posse and the 
shooting became general. 

Athol Gorrill of Spokane, Univer- 
sity of Washington student; Harry 
B. Blackburn, a night watchman, 
and Elmer Buehrer, all of whom 
were members of the citizens’ com- 
mittee, were in a critical condition 
tonight from the wounds they re- 
ceived during the fight. 

All of the other injured here will 
recover.

Hay- 
wood, general secretary-treasurer, 
in Chicago, saying that he was en- 
deavoring to obtain the services of 
Frank P. Walsh, formerly chairman 
of the federal industrial relations 
commission, to conduct the defense 
of the Industrial Workers under 
arrest here. Haywood telercraphed 
that he would issue an appeal for 
funds for the defense. Money from 
other locals of the organizations al- 
ready is being received here, several 
hundred dollars having been tele- 
graphed from Portland, Spokane and 
other cities today. Fred H. Moore 
ot Los Angelesand C. E. 8. Wood of 
Los Angeles and C. E. 8S. Wood of 
Pertland are already on their~way 
here to assist in the defense, it was 
announced. 

Arrangements are being made by 
the local Industria] Workers to con- 
duct the funeral of the five members 
of the organization who were killed 
in the Everett battles. ‘The date of 
the funeral has not yet been de- 
cided on, but Secretary Mahler said 
the Industrial Workers would make 
the funeral the occasion of a big 
demonstration. 

Mahler issued a signed statement 
today charging the Everett Citizens’ 
Committee with opening fire on the 
meén on the boat and asserting that 
the committee previously had beaten 
members of the Industrial Workers 
without cause. He said the organ- 
ization would seek prosecution : of 
the committee members for murder 
and would endeavor to bring similar 
action against all members of the 
Everett Commercial Club as acces- 
sories before the act for organizing 
the committee. Mahler denied that 
the Industria) Workers went to Ev- 
erett intent on violence and asserted 
that the expedition was organized 
with political intent for the purpose 
of gaining “right of free speech.” 

RESPONSIBILITY FIXED.

EVERETT, Nov. 6.—Responsibil- 
ity for the pitched battle between 
250 members of the Industrial 
Workers of the World on board the 
steamer Verona and a posse of 150 
Everett citizens at the city dock yes- 
terday, in which seven men lost 
their lives and fifty were wounded, 
was placed today upon the men on 
the boat by the Coroner's jury which 
investigated the death of the two 
Everett citizens killed in the riot. 

The jury, after brief deliberations, 
returned a verdict that Charles 0. 
Curtiss, a posseman, who was in- 
stantly killed, and Deputy Sheriff 
Jefferson Beard, who died of his 
wounds early today, met death from 
“gunshot wounds inflicted by a riot- 
ous mob on the steamer Verona at 
the city dock.” es 

All . but two of the witnesses 
called testified that- the first shots 
were fired from the steamer Verona, 
on which the invading Industrial 
Workers came from Seattle. The 
witnesses, who placed responsibility 
for the first shots upon the men on 
the boat, said they were fired by a 
man standing on the main deck be- 
low the pilot-house. 

K. L. Forbes and Ira Howle, cap- 
tain and engineer, respectively, of

CASK CAST UP FROM

cask bearing on it the name of the 
unlucky vessel. The cask was found 
by John Norb at the turn of the tide. 

The Rio de Janeiro passed 
through the Golden Gate in a heavy 
fog the morning of Washington's 
Birthday. Twenty minutes after 
she was spoken the ship had dis- 
appeared, leaving forever, probably, 
undisclosed the cause of the disaster. 

Shipping men reasserted their be- 
lief today after the finding of the 
cask that the Rio de Janeiro is in- 
tact on the bottom of the bay and 
that the oask was held down by 
debris.

Sevens) five or Even Eighty Per Cent. of All Regis- 
tered Electors in this County will go to the Polls, Ac- 
cording to Campaign Leaders — Joy Clark Making a 


Sensational Race for Congress in Tenth, 


WO hundred and seventy-five 
thousand voters in Los Angeles 
county, representing approxi- 

mately 75 per cent. of the total reg 
istration of 361,000, are expected to 
go to the polls today, marking the 
most important election ever held 
in California. Owing to the ex- 
traordinary efforts of the “wet” and 
“dry” forces to get out the electors 
some predict that the percentage 
will be 80. Like reports from other 
sections indicate the biggest vote in 
the history of the State. 

Last night the managers of the 
opposing sides on the prohibition 
amendments were confident of vic- 


tory. Col. Henry Laub, manager of 
the “wet” campaign in Southern

ABOUT WATER. 

The Board of Public Service Com- 
missioners also discussed yesterday a 
proposed siiding scale for water for 
manufacturing purposes, but came to 


no decision pending further informa-. 


tion from Supt. Mulholland. He 
said rates could not be definitely 
named without due consideration of 
the effect upon the revenue of the 
department. 

The water board has passed up 
to the Council the question of hav- 
ing a minimum rate of 59 cents for 
small consumers. President Del 
Valle said the Council will have to 
determine whether it expects to re- 
ceive from the board revenue to be 
devoted to decreasing taxation; if it 
does it will be necessary to increase 
instead of reducing rates. He said: 

‘There are nearly 45,000 water 
users who would be benefited by 
that minimum reduction in rates 
which would be enough to offset the 
whole of their taxes, so that is a 
matter of financial policy on the part 
of the city. This board believes its 
first duty is to the consumer. and, 
therefore, our reduction should be 
made so as to relieve him, and the 
question of taxation is a general 
proposition that must come from 
property generally.’ 

Supt. Mulholland said the people 
ought to have the choice of whether 
they will pay higher taxes or lower 

water rates.

Among those served with injunc- 
tion papers was J. K. Kelly, Deputy State 
Labor pense, Kelly was sent to 
Amador county By the State, at State ex- 
pense, as one of a commission to investi- 
gate ‘conditions. Like the dog returning to 
his vomit, he promptly took sides with the 
union-labor loafers and became a menace 
to the life and the property of the mine 
operators. |

Supplanted for 
half a century by the railway lines, motor 
traction has brought back the romance to 
country travel and State roads have come 
into their own again. A section that is 
thoroughly equipped with good roads is no 
longer dependent upon railway service. 

This partially-completed system of State 
highways is the result of an issue of $18,- 
000,000 of State! highway bonds voted by 
the State six years ago. More than half 
the work is finished, but there are great 
gaps yet to be filled in the main trunks, and 
many laterals that are to connect the main 
arteries with outlying districts are vet to be 
builded. In order that this great system - 
may be completed a further issue of $15,- 
000,000 in State bonds ts required. 

Before these bonds can issue an enabling 
act must be passed by the voters of the 
State at a general election. This act ap- 
pears on the ballot for the State election 
today as Proposition No. 3. The act passed 
both the Assembly and the Senate in the 
1915 Legislature by a unanimous vote. It 
is one of the very few acts on which Re- 
publicans, Democrats, Socialists and Pro- 
hibitionists all agreed. It carries the in- 
dorsement of the Chambers of Commerce of 
the State, of the FProards of Trade of the 
State, of the agricultural associations of the 
State. of the labor organizations. 

An illuminating example of the value to 
the residents of the State of these highways 
) is the case of the new highway between 


Los Angeles and Bakersfield. That State 
road has shortened the distance by public 


road between these two cities more than © 


thirty miles and has so reduced grades and 
improved roadways that two horses can now 
take to market a load that required five 
horses before. The value to Southern Cali- 
fornia of that single highway is greater than 
the whole $18,000,000 which the State roads 
now completed have cost. cee 

Residents of the cities benefit from these 


highways in the cheapening in the costa of 


food products through cheaper transpotta- 
tion, while the highways will not cost the 
residents of the cities one dollar. The in- 
crease in the assessed value of the property 


opened up by these highways will create a 
tax revenue which will be creater each year 


than the sum required to meet interest and 
sinking-fund payments on the bonds. This 
is why the Chambers of Commerce and 


Boards of Trade are so enthusiastic in their 


favor. | |

Thursday of this week the last fish 
planting of 1916 will be made when 
the Fish and Game Commission's 
fish-car delivers sixty-five cans of* 
treut at Azusa for the San Gabriel 
River, these representing the last of 
the season's fish in the hatchery at 
Sisson. They are so well-grown that 
only abaut 2000 go to the can.‘ As 
this represents 130,000 fish, the San 
Gabriel will be well stocked this sea- 
son. 

Reports from the San Gabriel, 
Sespe, upper Santa Ana, and the 
Piru watershed streams have been 
received by the Fish and Game 
Commission this month, showing all 
these to be in a fair stage of water, 
and full of small fish San Juan 
Creek in lower Orange County is 
running @ good head of water, and 
the season’s young trout are very 
much in evidence. 

Very good fishing is reported on ~ 
the larger streams, although but 
few anglers are enjoying it. 

The sport in Bear Lake continues — 
little less than wonderful. Duck 
hunting es have been getting 
the two or three fish that go to 
make up a limit in a few hundred 
yards’ rowing from the landings, 
the fish being up at the shallow 
end of the lake now. have 
been so many shooters that the 
sport with ducks has been better on 
some outside ponds thah onthe lakes 
where everybody goes, but many.

CERS FOUR DAYS OFF. 


Executive Points Out it Means 
Reducing the Force by Twenty 
or More Men and Finance Com- 
mittee has not the Money to En- 
gage Extra Patrolmen. 


Mayor Woodman may veto the 
Topham ordinance, passed by the 
Council yesterday, giving the mem- 
bers of the police department four 
days off a month instead of two, and 
longer vacations.

RESPONSIBLE. 


Man Holding Assigned Claims of 
Twenty-four Laborers Sucs City 
. Of Venice, Abbot Kinney and 
' Many Others—Says Men Were 
Hired to Get Race Course Ready. 


Who is responsible for the em- 
ployment of twenty-four laborers to 
put the track In shape for the 1915 
Venice road race? ‘To ascertain this 
question suit was brought against 
the City of Venice, members of the. 
Venice Road Race Association, Dana’ 
Burks, Abbot Kinney and thirty- 
eight other defendants by C. E. Zim- 
merman, who holds the assigned : 
claims of the laborers. The amount, 
due the men is $1417.82. 

~The defendants claim they are not 

responsible, and are vigorously fight- 
ing the claims in Superior Judge 
Shenk's court. The complaint al- 
legey that the defendants agreed to 
pay for the services for putting the 
track in shape, and that the work 
was done between’ February, 6 and 
March 18, 1915. 


SECOND SUIT. 
AUCTIONEERS WIN. 
When N. A. Feder & Co. prepared 


to have a $50,000 sale of jewelry at 
their store, No. 549 South Broadway, ' 
in 1915, they wrote to Tyler & Greg- 
ory, Chicago auctioneers, and en-' 
gaged their services on a 10 per cent. 
basis, it is said. But when the auc- 
tioneers came to Los Angeles they 
found, it is alleged, that Feder & Co. 
did not want them and refused to 
carry out the terms of the agree- 
ment. 

Tyler and Gregory brought suit 
against N. A. Feder, owner -of the 
business, to recover $8000, represent- 
ing the 10 per cent. commission on 
the $50,000 stock in the Broadway 
Store, loss of business while they 
were in Los Angeles, beginning 
March 15, 1915, and other expenses. 

The first trial of the suit before 
Superior Judge Hewitt last Novem- 
ber resulted in judgment for the 
auctioneers. A new trial was 
granted, and the suit was battled 
over in court again. Yesterday 
Judge Hewitt gave judgment in fa- 
vor of the auctioneers for $5000, rep- 
— 10 per cent. on the stotk 
sold.
